Likewise the "circular perimeter and "channel" of new claim 33 raise new issues that would require further consideration and 
or search. Is a "channel" different than a "slot"? The word "channel" is not found in the disclosure, as filed and further consideration is 
required to determine if this constitutes new matter. 

Additionally, the phrase "wherein said core sections are oriented generally perpendicularly to an axis of the rotor core," (claim 23) raise 
both new issues and possible a 1 12 rejection as it is unclear whether the axis is vertical, horizontal or rotational. Finally, new claims are 
presented without canceling a corresponding number of finally rejected claims.. 
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
